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GENERAL CHAMBERLIN said that ne hua difficulty un- 
derstanding the purpose of this paper. If it was intended to 
cover over-sll long-range intelligence requirexents, he felt 
that it was incomplete. If, however, it covered only some 
intermediate objective, he did not save nue’ to say except 
to suggest e few uinor changes. 

WR. EDGAR explained that this paper did not cover 
departmental requirements, whieh it was assumed would be drawh 
up by the various agencies. He pointed out, however, that un- 
eoordinated snd uncorrelated sets of instructions were coing 
out to the field whieh did not completely till national re- 
quirements. Thereiore, the only requirements put in this 
paper were those wien are most important from a national 
viewpoint. This paper eovercd only China ag a trial area. 

It did not attempt, nowever, to define the ultimate require- 
ments for national policy intelligence. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN noted that only three subjects 
were covered, whereas there are many others of interest to 
the War Department. 

GENERAL VANDEN BERG said that the War Department 
was expected to send those out, except in those cases where 
C.1.G. might specifically ask for additional information. 

WR. EDGAR explained that at the first interdepart- 
mental meeting on coordination of the intelligence effort, 
it was agreed that the first step should be to develop a co- 


ordinated collection of intelligence reguirements area by 
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area throughout the world. Each agency representative wes 
asked to turn in the requirements considered most important 
to it. These were then synthesized by the Office of Reports 
and Estimates in C.I.G. Some of the information required 
was of interest to more than one departnentd, and wien the 
departents agreed, these reguirements were put in the paper. 
If this paper is approved, the collection representatives 
from all agencies “ill look over Part II in order to decide 
woieh field representatives are best located to obtain the 

desired information and to attempt to allocate these require- 
ments to the various field agencies. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN did not see now coordination 
could be accomplistied in this way unless the whole problem 
was solved. 

ER. EDDY pointed out that this was merely a test 
caae, and that this paper might look radically different 4 
year from now. 

MR. EDGAR noted that these requirements would be 
reviewed quarterly. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN asked why other items of impor- 
tance, such 4&6 topographic data, were not included. 

| | WR. EDGAR explained that no atterpt had been nade 
to include static or basic intelligence. Also, no scientific 
intelligence requirements were included because it wes telt 
there was nothing of interest in this srea. 

ADMIRAL INGLIS noted that these reguirenents cov- 
ered only those that are currently essential. 

GENERAL CHABBERLIN expressed the belief that this 
was intended to ve an attempt to coordinate the whole collec-~ 
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GENFRAL VANDENBERG said that it was impossible to 
do this until the agencies nad agreed on more basic lssues, 
such as assignment of primary responsibilities. Meanwhile, 

this was an attempt to move forward as far as possible. 

ADMIRAL IEGLIS said that he was willing to approve 
the paper as it stands, but that he was also baffled by the 
wording "essential elements of national intelligence™. ile 
thought they were all right, towever, as targets for the next 
three months 2nd as a trial case. 

MK. EDDY said that he was willing to approve the 
paper as it stands. 

GENERAL VANDENSERG said that the value of this paper 
would depend upon the effort wuich all avyencies put oehind it. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN said thet if the three items men- 
tioned were considered the most important, the War Department 
would fulfill its part of the effort as a natter of priority. 

GENERAB SAMFORD understood that this was an experi- 
ment in stating current emphasis. He considered the paper 
all right as it is. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN expressed tne velief that the 
terninology was twisted. 

Wk. EDCAR explained that the first step oad been to 
study national solicy toward China, on the theory that intel- 
ligence should operate tor the policy-makers, to show tnem 
whether the policy was 1 success or needed change. It was 
felt that the essential elements were stated too proadly and 
were therefore broken dovn into collection requirements which 


could be turned over to the collection representatives to 
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draft A collection eee He realized that the terms 
used were sonewhat different from military usage, but toat 
the four agency representatives had agreed upon the present 
terminology. C.I.6., however, did not feel strongly about 
making a chemge in the terrinology. kr. Edgar sugeested, 
and it was agreed, to change "essentiul elements of national 
intellizence" to read “current essentixuls of national intel- 
ligence". 

GENERAL CHAMBFHLIN said that he would preter not 
to approve the paper until he sad seen the collection direct- 


ive$based thereon. tle did agree tentutively that the peper 


was all rignt ae x oasis for preparation of * col- 
lection directives 

ADWIRAL INGLIS suggested thst the veeting of col- 
lection representatives de tela to break down the require- 

ments into allocations to each agency. These could then be 
checked with the I.A.5., and when approved, each agency would 
issue directives to accomplish its part of the mission. 

GENFRAL VANDENBERG asked if a further 1.4.5. neet- 
ing would be necessary if the representatives of tne agencies 
agreed on the collection directive. 

ADMIRAL INGLIS did not tainu it would be necessary 
to put the paper on the agenda for another meeting, but relt 
that it coula be checked informally with the I.a.b. memoers 
and issued as another C.1I.G. paper. 

WR. EDDY suggestea approval of the paper with the 
understanding that distribution woule be witnhela until ss- 


siynment or collection responsivilities was agreed upon. 
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In answer to Mr. Eddy, MR. EDGAR said that the di- 
rectives would be distributed to ambassadors and theater com- 
manders through the appropriste departments. 

After further discussion, 

THE INTELLIGENCE ADVISORY BOAKD: 

a. Agreed upon the following amendments to the 

Enclosure to C.I.u. 19: 
(1) Change "Essential Ebements of National 

Intelligence” to read "Current Essentials of Na- 

tional Intelligence” throughout the paper. 

(Z) In paragraph 1, line 4, change "require- 
ments" to read "objectives". 

b. Approved the Fnclosure to C.1I.G. 19, as smended, 
tentatively as a basis for the preparation of 7 sudsequent 
collection directive, with the understanding that distri- 
bution would be withbeld antil the collection directives 


had been agreed upon. 


GENERAL VANDENBERG explained that consideration of 


this problem had been deferred at 2 previous 1.4.5. meeting, 
and requested any further comments. 

ADEIKAL INGLIS said that the matter nad been dis~ 
cussed in the J.I.C. It was a complicated problem, and it 
was hard to decide whether J.I.C. or I.A.5. should discuss 
it further. He saic that the Navy Department feels that one 


solution is General Vandenverg's orivinel proposal, which 
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goes much farther taan Admirel Inglis' proposal in eee tee bree 
Admiral Inglis circulated a sketch showing now the havy thought 
General Vandenberg, 's proposal might be put into effect. This 
involved moving the J.I.C. and the J.1.S. into the structure 
of the C.1.G. It elso lormea a link between the J.C.S. and 
the Director of Central Intelligence and between J.C.S. sub- 
committees and the C.I.G. It oroposed a change in the aember- 
ship of J.I.C. to service members only, plus the adaition of 
the Director of Central Intelligence as 4 member in the same 
manner as on the IL.A.3. Wath he change in membership it wus 
suggested that the name be changed to Joint Intelligence Board 
(J.I.B.). Admiral Inglis thougnt that in peacetime the Direc- 
tor of Central Intelligence is responsible to the Leckey, But 
that this might ve reversed in wartime to sake nim responsible 
to the J.C.S. He felt that this proposal provided a necessary 
security wall around tne military activities of JelsGe “The 
J.1.$. membership would stay the same exceot for the climina- 
tion of the Stute Department member. Liaison with the State 
Department, however, would be continued, but througn tse 1.4.5. 
rather taan the J.1.C. 

ADMINAL INGLIS explained that for the oreparstion of 
intelligence estimates the eroposed J.1.8. would go both to 
O.R.E. and, for departmental intelligence, to the other depart- 
ments. J.1[.€. would belong to the J.1.8., with lateral commun- 


jeations with C.I.%. 
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MR. EDDY thought that might be an ultimate solution, 


intelligence navisory staff to the I.a.B. 

GENEFRaL CoAMBERLIN said that he had not figured out 
a solution to tae problem yet, but that ne did nave some Tun- 
damental principles which he felt snould be cocsidered. First 
of all, the Joint Chiers of Staff must remain an essentially 
military agency. General Chamberlin felt, sowever, thet Gen- 
eral Eisenhower would be nesitant to cnange any existing ar- 
rangements for coordination witn tne Stute Department. 

ADMTAAL INGLIS sania thst ne woula like to make it 
perfectly clesr that the Navy Department wants 4 linx with 
the State Department and considers it absolutely essmtial. 
There is no intent, in the proposal he just outlined, to stop 
such coordiuation. It was felt, cowever, that coordination 
witn the State Department woulda be adequately assured tnrouch 
the [.A.3. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN noted that the migsion of tne Di- 
rector of Central Intelligence goes far beyond the scope of 
the J.C.S. Therefore, nothing should be done to circunscribe 
C.I.G. into a lesser uission. This is a second fundamental 
whieh General Fisenhnower feels should be observed. Thirc, it 
would be bad to cireumscribe tree and direct contact, espec- 
jelly in wartime, from the J.C.S. to the President. Fourth, 
there should be nothing in tne arrangement, as far as the 
making of war plans is concerned, which interpolates a civil- 


. 


jan agency between plannin, ageneies of the J.C.c., but, as 


son 
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General Vandenberg noted, these J.C.S. agencies should not be 
denied any intelligence necessary to enaole them to perform 
their mission. Fifth, no agencies other than strictly mili- 
tary should nave access to military plans. This should be a 
matter of rignt on tne part of military agencies, lor secur- 
ity reasons. General Chamberlin saia tht ne was unable to 
figure out an organization whica ovserved all of those funda- 
mental principles. he felt, nowever, that there was great 
advantage in Admiral Inglis' original suggestion in C.I.u. 15, 
since it would at least provide a piecemeal approach to tne 
problem. 

GENERAL VANDENBERG said that tne principles enun- 
ciated by General Chamberlin were also the objectives ror 
which the C.I.G. was striving. He pointed out that the C.I.G. 
proposal provided a watertight compartment for the military. 
He observed, uowever, that allied to that consideration is 
the fact that the war planners must have the best intelli- 
gence and that it must be constantly suppliea to them. The 
intelligence agency, therefore, should work right along with 
the planners. Specifically, General Vandenberg noted that 
Admiral Inglis! new proposal establisned a watertight mili- 
tary compartment, but placed it next to the C.1.u., where it 
could draw on all available intelligence. 

GENFRAL CHAMBERLIN noted that there were some sub- 
geots covered by J.1.C. subcommittees which C.1.G. should not 
have. 

ADMIKAL INGLIS said that some could ve put under 
the J.1.B. and others, such as the Joint Intelligence Study 
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Publishing Board and the Publications Review Subcommittee, 
could be integrated into C.I.t. 

MK. EDDY said that he was willing to accept Admiral 
Inglis’ new proposal us an ultimate objective. He thought, 
however, that it would be poss sible to proceed immediately to 
liquidate the J.1.C. subcommittees 2nd then follow that with 
Admiral Inglis' proposal. 

GENERAL VANDENBERG felt that it would 5e difficult 
to justify tne initial step proposed in C.1.G. 15 until a 
broad plan had been presented for approval. He thought that 
the brond plan should first be approved in principle and then 
the initial step approved for immediate implementation. He 
noted that if the process stopped after the initial step had 
beet taken, C.1.G. would be accountable but not responsible. 

ADETRAL INGLIS said that one difficulty which had 
been discovered in his proposal in C.I.G. 15 was that person- 
nel assigned to J.C.5. subcommittees may not be assigned addi ~ 
tional duties without the approval of the J.C.S. He agreed 
with General Vandenberg that the ultimate objective should be 
presented at the same tine tint the initial step is suomitted 
ror approval. 

WR. EDDY felt that the question of the ultimate ob- 
jective involved very broad consider:tions. He pointed out 
that there were three policy-forming groups -- nanely, the 
State Depart ment in the political field, the J.C.s. in the 
military field, and the State~war-Navy Coordinating Committee 
in politico-military matters. He thought that the relation- 


ship of those groups should be carefully considered and pre-

sented in any ultimate solution. He felt that it might be 
premature to attempt to outline the ultinmute objective. 

GENFRAL VANDENBERG thought that it might de pos- 
gible to show the end objective in broad terms, how rar it. 
was now possible to go, and why the initial step was being 
taken. 

Wk. EDDY felt that this would require considerable 
time-consuming staff work to prepare. Therefore, he would 
like to see the first step taken as soon as possibvle. 

GPNERAL VANDENBERG suggested that if there was gen- 
eral agreement, admiral Inglis' new vroposal could 3e used as 
the ultimate objective and his proposal in C.I.u. 15 as the 
initial step. He suggested that people from ICAPS ana the 
agencies bc designated to write up such a proposal for con- 
sideration by the N.I.A. and the J.C.o. 

| GEVERAL CHAMBERLIN stated that he could not say at 
this time that ne approved the end result suggested by Admiral 
Inglis. He thought a way should be found to get the intelli- 
gence from C.I.G. without interpolating C.I.G. into the J.C.5S. 
He explained that ne was not opposed to General Vandenberg 
personally, but wis in general doubtful of the wisdom of mix- 
ing up in the J.C.S. the head of an agency wio reported to 
civilian authority. 

ADMIRAL INULIS asked if, in case of war, it would 


not be desirable to have the Director of Central Intelligence 


and the Central Intelligence Group under the command of the 


FuGaws 
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GENERAL CHAMBERLIN said thet in case of wer he 
thought that the C.I.t. suould be brought into the g.0.5. 
organization and made responsible for the whole intelligence 
effort. He granted that this would involve abolishing the 
J.4.C. 

ADMIRAL INGLIS expressed the belief that the J.C.S. 
would not agree to abolish tne J.1.C., any more than they 
would to the abolition of the Joint War Plans Committee. He 
noted that at present the Director of Central Intelligence 
reported to the N.I.A. His proposal was that the virector 
of Gentral Intelligence e assigned additional duties to 
serve the J.C.S. If at uny tine the Director of Central 
Intelligence was not awreeable to the J.C.5., the 3.0.5. 
could easily cancel the ayreenent . 

MR. EDDY said tnat he agreed with this proposal, 
put noted that it must oe submitted to the M.I.A. and the 
J,0.5. 

GENEKaL VANDENSERG agreed because ae felt that 
they would want to know what lay behind the initial step. 

MR. EDDY thougat that would be Gesirable, but relt 
that if they could not agree on the ultimate objective, the 
initial step should be recommended as improving liaison be- 
tween C.I.G. and J.1.¢. 

GENERAL VANDENBFRG said that se would like to wait 
a week or so to see if staff members could not write some- 
thing wnien would be agreeable to the Uke ts 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN said that ne could not see what 
progress would be made, because he Was fundamentully opposed 


to the prinviples involved in Admiral Inglis’? new proposal. 
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GENERAL VANDENBERG said that he felt it was the re- 
sponsibility of the L.A.. to recommend approval of some plan. 
de suggestec, therefore, that if there was disagreenent within 
the 1.4.3., both a majority and a minority report be submitted 
to the N.I.A. He noted that nothing was peing done about this 
situation at the present time. tle wanted to stop unnecessary 
duplication, and felt that the solution of this problem was 
one cof the test ways to avoid it. 

GFAERAL CHAMBERLIN believed that tne Director of Can- 
tral Intelligence should not oe on the J.1.3B. 

ADWIEAL INGLIS felt that if the Director of Central 
Intelligence is made responsiole for furnishing intelligence, 
he nust know the purpose whieh the intelligence is to serve. 

GEUFRAL CHAMBERLIN felt there was come way to pro- 
vide for 2 Intersl communication wite the Director of Central 
Intelligence in order to obtain intelligence which would then 
go up through the g.1.8. He thougnt that tae initial step pro- 
posed in C.1.G. 15 was worth trying. 

GPXERAL VANDENBERG said thet tais would gut either 
the Director of Central Intelligence or the J.1.C. in an unten- 
able position if it lasted for long. He said thet he would 
agree to that arrangement for a short period, but that there 
must be a limit placed on its duration. 
| ADMIRAL INGLIS felt that the proposal in C.1.G. 15 
was all right as a firet step, but that it would not solve 
the problem. It would not tie C.1.G. in close enough with 


the J.1.C., and it would not eliminate all of the duplica- 


tion. 
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GENEXAL CHAMBERLIN said that he could understand 
General Vandenberg's objections. He thought, therefore, that 
General Vandenserg's suggestion for preparation of a staff 
paper was best. It would then se possible to see wast points 
could be agreed on, and to put up a minority report on those 
points that are not agreed. He said that he thought it was a 
responsibility of the J.I.C. to get intelligence from tne 
C.1.G. He hoped to see a solution. He thought that the 
J.1.8,. should work with the C.I.u. to get intelligence pro- 
vided security of military information was not jeopardized. 

GENERAL VANDENBERG felt thnt this would lead to the 
game difficulty as is now encountered with the Joint War Plan- 
ners Committee, in not snowing what is wanted. He felt strongly 
that if C.1.G. was asked for intelligence without being familiar 
with what was involved, it would put out intelligence without 
giving it proper weight or considering the ramifications or in- 
cluding all of the intelligence that might oe available. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN did not thing that C.I.G. should 
be taken into military planning. 

GENERAL VANDENBERG pointed out that Admiral Inglis' 
new proposal would provide a watertight military coupartuent 
within C.1I.G. 

| ADMIRAL INGLIS said that there must be a watertight 
compartment somewhere. The question is just where it should 
be establisned. 

After further discussion,

GENFRAL VANDENBERG said that ICAPS was now trying 
to solve the basic issues in the subject papers. Therefore, 
even if this specific study were cancelled as proposed in 
C.I.G. 18/1, this would not mean that further action on the 
subject would not be taken. 

ADMIRAL INuLIS said that he was willing to concur 
in C.1.G. 18/1, but that te wanted the record to show that 
the Navy wikl go just as far as other participating cepart-~ 
ments in collsvorative efforts in this field. 

GENERAL ColAKBERLIN said that ne woula like to state 
some principles waich he felt should govern the solution of 
this problem. First of all, ne feit that each department 
should be supreme in its fiela of primary responsibility. 
For exanple, in its field of primary responsibility he did 


= 


not think that the War Department could assign its functions 


ey ae 
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to another agency because the War Department is charged by law 
with performing them. General Chamberlin thought, therefore, 
thit the first thing to do was to assign areas of primary re- 
sponsibility to each department. Then matters which are in 

the field cf these primary responsibilities should be assigned 
to C.1.G. He thouwht that these assi:cmments should carry into 
the field of collection, out that they should not draw a narrow 
corridor which would prevent any field representative ‘rom get- 
ting useful information. 

GENERAL VANDENBERG said that he thought everyone 
agreed to these principles, but be questioned whether they had 
been transmitted to the agency representatives who were working 
with ICsaPs. 

CENERAL CdiMBFRLIN said that the implementation of 
those principles snould be carefully timed to cause a sinimun 
of interruption in the performance of necessary functions. He 
expressed the belief tht the War Department now had the best 
balanced intelligence agency, and was fully engazed in the 
preparation of Strategic Intelligence Digests (S.1.D.). He 
hoped to obtain permission to complete these §.1.D.'s as a 
basis for assignuent of responsibilities. Even after respons- 
ibilities had veen assigned, ne felt that each department must 
have a unit whica is capable of presenting the wiole picture 
to the officials of that department. He therefore would like 
to see the War Department preserve 4 strong Military Intelli- 
gence Service to fulfill the requirenaits of the Chief of staff. 


Tor example, the War Department was working on war potential, 
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whieh covers a very wide field. On tnis matter, the War De- 
partment was getting advice from other departments, but nev- 
ertheless was ultimately responsible for that field. He hoped 
that this statesent of fundamentals would indicate the reason 
why he was voting as he had. 

ADMIRAL INGLIS avreed that the vrinciples were tine, 
but required definition. For example, what is military intel- 
ligence? He felt that while it wes granted that the War Depart- 
ment was responsidle for military intelligence, it should also 
be granted thet the War Department must get intelligence else- 
where in order to complete the picture. This meant looking to 
other departments over which tne War Department nad no author- 
ity. 

| GENERAL CHAMBERLIN said that he was perfectly willing 
to trust the Stete Department, Navy Department and Air Forces 
for the intelligence in their fields of primary responsibility. 

ADMIRAL INGLIS tnought, then, that if #t was eranted 
that the War Department must obtain Imbel ligence from agencies 
other than those under its command, it then became 4 question 
of which agency or agencies were best qualified and most effi- 
cient to produce the intelligence required. That was the prin- 
ciple Admiral Inlis nad in mind in C.I.G. 18. He thougnt it 
would be possible to pool items of common interest in C.I.u. 
Fach agency, then, would make available all that it received 
in those fields, and would draw off from C.1.G. what it needed. 
Admiral Inglis noted that General Eisenhower and Admiral Nimitz 
had directed General Craig and Admiral Inglis to join B12. 


and 0.8.1. in all possivle fields. He said that un ei'fort had 


war ¥ 
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been made to accomplish this, out that nothing had happened. 
Now with C.1.G. formed, ne tnougat it might be possible to 
turn over some of these functions of common interest to C.1.G. 

GENERAL CHAMBFRLIN did not recall having seen the 
directive to which Admiral Inglis referred, but said that he 
was nevertheless willing to rollow the orineiples which ne 
had enunciated. 

WR. EDDY said that he was in sympatny witn tne com- 
mittee report, C.1.G. 18/1. He would lise, however, to see 
the responsibility and functions of the Joint Intelligence 
Study Publisning Board transferred to C.I.G. He said that 
if that recommendation were made, he sould vote for it. 

GENERAL VANDEIBERG expressed appreciation for Mir. 
Fddy's suggestion, but elt thet it was first necessary to 
settle the broader questions involved. If action was blocked 
after such piecemeal steps nad deen taken, it would not selp 
the over-all intelligence picture. 

GENESAL SAMFORD thought that the guiding prin ciple 
was that the funetiong required oy each agency staff must be 
performed in that staff. Everything else he was willing to 
eentralize. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN said that aun example was the ques- 
tion af war potentiul in Russia. He noted that the har Depart- 
ment wis now enyaved in a comprehensive study of that subject, 
and he wondered whether it was intended that this project should 
be stopped. 

ADMIRAL LHULIS thought tuat was an excellent example, 


sinee it involved intelligence of intercst to all three depart- 
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ments. While G-2 was responsible for furnishing that aata to 
the Chief of Staff, Military Attacses and other War Departnent 
sources were not adequate to get what was needed. The sane 
thing is true in the Navy and State Departments. No one agency 
is competent to yet all that information; each must rely on the 
other. Each now nus a collecting agency feeding im tuat type 
of material. Admiral Inglis said that nis idea was that when 
his information was received, instead of each agench having 
about a hundred people picking the brains of other agencies, 


fifty from each department could be transferred into 0.1.G., 


where, with half the veovle, they would receive all departmental 


source material and do a better job. 

GENERAL C.AKBERLIN agreed that this was all right in 
theory, but that it would cause delay. For example, the War 
Department aas already written hundreds of pages on all coun- 
tries, and se did not think that work should be interrupted. 

ADMIRAL INGLIS said that sis example was sonething 
that could be worked up to. He did not think that any pro- 
ject suould be interrupted until it ean be taken over effi- 
clently by C.1[.t. 

GENTRaAL CHAMBERLIN agreed, and said thet se thought 
that 30 June 1947 would be a dute on wuich his projects could 
be turned over to some other agency. 

ADWIRAL INGLI€ recomended that the procedure be 
worked out step by step and extend over a veriod of time. 

GENERAL VANDENBFRG felt tnat eaca agency, when it 
transferred a tunction to C.1.G., should still have a feeling 


of responsibility und an intcrest in seeiny that tne people 
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wio were working on the project were also transferred, in order 
to ensure thr best possible product. 

ADHIRaL INGLIS said that 30 June 1947 was an apree- 
able date for turning over to C.1.G. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN said that & would be willing to 
furnish surplus personnel available on that dete. He pointed 
out, however, that G-2 had already let out sone 700 individuals 
and was about down to its minimum requirenentse for military in-~ 
telligence. In fact, there were fields of military intelligence 
whieh G-é te not now covering. Therefore, when the §.1.D.*s are 
completed, G82 would have to turn those peogle to the ve rforn- 
ance of some other G-2 function. 

ADMIRAL INGLIS felt tant tauere were two additional 
principles that ¢ ould be recognized: First, each agency, in 
fulfilling its responsibilities, must collaborate with other 
agencies to complete tne picture. Second, eacn agency has a 
responsibility for the successful perforuance of Cada 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN said that he felt a responsibility, 
as a member of the I.A.B., for the manner in which C.1I.G. grows. 
On the other nand, he felt that one responsibility of C.1.G,. was 
to build strong organizations in the departments to fulfill 
their primary functions. 

GENERAL VANDENBERG agreed, but noted that C.1.G. has 
no control over that matter at the present time. 

After further discussion, 

TER INTELLIGENCE ADVISORY BOARD:
